I THE “face of the rising tide of protests and indignation 
from labor and liberals throughout the country, the 
Roosevelt Administration has been compelled to retreat on 
its Detroit outrage. 
: The indictments against 16 democratic Americans 
who werte charged“ with aiding Spanish democracy have 
been ordered dismissed. The nine citizens who were bru- 
tally thrown into jail are released. 

But the Roosevelt Administration hasn't for a moment 
abandoned its policy of persecuting Communists and others 
who speak out for peace and the Bill of Rights. 

Even if they drop the Detroit cases, the very arrest 
of these innocent people was a brazen violation of civil 
rights. Twelve private homes were raided. Nine citizens 
were dragged out in the black pitch of night, manacled 
with chains as if they were common criminals, and thrown 
into jail with scandalous bails as high as $20,000. 

This was a brazen violation of the Bill of Rights which 
expressly forbids excessive bail. The people were held 
incommunicado, in violation of the 14th Amendment, and 
their wives and families had to stage a sit-down strike in 


jail in an effort to see them. 
* 


The Administration found that its arrest of the 
Detroiters was a clear political issue, an open challenge 
to the people’s right to fight for democracy. The Depart- 
ment of Justice discovered that the use of an old musty 
1818 statute, would not stand up before the battering 
protests of the people. 

Far and wide came condemnation: from Tom Mooney, 
from Rep. Coffee, of Washington state, from CIO unions 
in Milwaukee and Detroit, and from Rep. Vito Marcantonio, 
president of the International Labor Defense, which put 
up a sterling battle for the release of these men and 
women. 

The issue was far too clear for the Roosevelt Admin- 
istration which prefers subtle underhanded attacks against 
the Bill of Rights. It had become embarrassing to the 
Administration and its own war-mongering campaign to 
help White Guard Finland and to drum up volunteers for 
Mannerheim. 

Labor and the people will have to keep the sharpest 
vigilance for the Roosevelt Administration may be drop- 
ping these cases in order to smooth the way for American 
boys to die in the trenches for Mannerheim and Wall 
Street. 

This little item taken from Thursday’s New York 
Times tells the story: 

“It is whispered in the capital that regardless of laws,

(Volunteers to Mannerheim imperialism, don’t need

In the Browder and Wiener cases, the Administration 
tried to conceal the political issues by flimsy legal pre- 
texts. But the issue is the same as that in Detroit: an 
attempt to intimidate and silence all who speak for peace 
and civil liberties. The technicality smokescreen is to dis- 
arm and befuddle the people. For when the issue is clear 

as in Detroit broad protests come from every liberty-loving

1 * people should look etalk the legal l in 
the Browder and Wiener cases just as in Detroit. 
They should see through the “anti-trust” drive against 
labor as a union-smashing campaign. They should see 
through the “foreign agent” gag as an attempt to tar and 
feather all liberals. They should see through the secret 
inquisitorial processes of the Department of Justice 
against progressive individuals and organizations as a 
witch-hunt against all outspoken fighters for peace. 

No one could have any illusions about any mythical 
change of policy of the Administration in releasing the 
Detroiters. Just yesterday the Federal Government cooked 
up a vicious conviction of Robert William Wiener, treas- 
urer of the Communist Party, on another passport tech- 
nicality. A barbarous 4-year sentence still hangs over 
the head of Earl Browder, also convicted on a passport 
technicality, but solely for the reason of his leadership of 
the fight for peace. 

Attorney General Jackson said of the Detroit cases, 
“it seems inappropriate to begin prosecution for activities 
so long known to the government.” What about Brow- 
der? Even the reactionary Herbert Hoover Administra- 
tion passed up the flimsy case against him and the Roose- 
velt Administration did nothing for seven years. And 
Wiener has been publicly active in the labor and progres- 
sive movement for the last 20 years? Is it “appropriate” 
to prosecute them now because they fight for peace? 

The Federal Administration cannot pull the wool over 
the people’s eyes as long as these outrageous violations 
of the Bill of Rights continue unabated. 

Labor and the people have made the Roosevelt Ad- 
ministraiton take notice in the Detroit cases. And this 
is only a pittance of what the people can do by protesting 
the Administration’s more disguised attacks against civil 


rights. Unceasing vigilance must be maintained against 
all the insidious drives of the Administration. 

Protests should rain in against President Roosevelt's 
war-making blessings for recruits and his incitation of 
other aid for Mannerheim. With the same energy that 
rang out against the Detroit outrage, labor and the people

“The public here noted the 
humiliating attitude of your min- 
istry in agreeing to hand over nine 
Germans captured from a Japanese

“We are sure that the people of 
our race in the United States, as 
well as in the British colonies, will 
realize that England's imperial pol- 
icy of aggression only changes when 
confronted with a stronger nation 
and then she makes virtue a neces- 
sity as in the case of Japan. 


“Those who hoped for a detter 
day dawning in relations between 
this country and England had the 
tragic awakening in your latest de- 
cision. 

“If the result will be to establish 
here a united front among all 
classes against British imperial ag- 
gression the lives of the two Irish- 
men will not have been given in 
vain.”

use as on how well you follow di- 
rections. 

Good results in dyeing can be 
secured with powder, cake, or liquid 
dye. But to secure an even color 
with powdered and cake dye, and 
to avoid streaks, dissolve these 
types of dyes in water and strain 
them through cloth before you add 
them to the dye bath. 

Read the label very carefully 
when you purchase the dye. Some 
dyes are fast to silk and wool, but 
not to other fabric. Some are fast 
to washing but not to sunlight or 
perspiration. Generally, fibers like 
wool and pure silk dye better than 
cotton, linen or rayon. Worst risks 
are weighted or filled silks, and 
fabrics faded and streaked by sun- 
shine. Choose the type of dye that 
is best suited to your needs. 

Before you dye a garment, read 
the directions and follow them to 
the T. Remove all trimmings, and 
buttons from the garment and rip 
out hems, pleats, and linings so the 
dye can penetrate evenly.

„The meeting of the National Committee 
of the Communist Party opens here today. 
The meeting will review the work done 
by the Party since the last meeting of the 
National Committee at the outbreak of the 
war, estimate the effectiveness of its strug- 
gle for peace and map plans for a national 
convention and the November elections. 
While the national committees of the Re- 
publican and Democratic Parties meet to 
figure out how best to chain the people to 
the war plans of American imperialism, the 
highest committee of the Communist Party 
meets in order to further the struggle of 
the people for peace, civil liberties and jobs. 


Making Crime Profitable 


The Smith Committee and the press are 
up in arms over the disclosure that the 
NLRB and the Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration agreed to exchange information so 
that violators of the Wagner Act would not 
receive government loans. 


To what extent these loans have actually 
been withheld is not made clear. But cer- 
tainly if they were not, they should have 
been and should be withheld in the future. 
A violator of the Wagner Act should be pe- 
nalized, not helped. 

Actually, the issue of loans is only a 
small part of the broader question of the 
government’s relation to corporations which 
refuse to abide by the Labor Act. As the 
CIO has continually charged, the Admin- 
istration awards fat contracts to the most 
vicious reactionary and anti-labor corpora- 
tions such as Bethlehem Steel, Douglas Air- 
craft and Standard Oil of New Jersey.

[Efforts of the Philadelphia war- 
mongers to prevent Browder from speak- 
ing by cancelling the contract on the origi- 
nal hall hired backfired when the ar- 
rangements committee secured the Er- 
langer Theatre for the meeting.

Friends: a 

I am especially happy to be able to 
meet you tonight to speak a few words. 
I wasn’t sure I was going to be able to 
get here. I understand you had a little 
bit of difficulty getting a hall for me to 
speak in.

One might conclude that the great 
grandsons of the founders of America 
have become somewhat degenerated in the 
20th century, but I think that would be a 
mistaken conclusion. Back in the days of 
Jefferson they had to fight for their lib- 
erties, too. They did not just get them by 
proclaiming them. 

Twenty years after the adoption of the 
Declaration of Independence and ten years 
after the adoption of the Constitution, 
with its Bill of Rights, our country had 
an experience very similar to what we 
are going through now. Under the admin- 
istration of President Adams, there was 
adopted a series of measures known as 
the Alien and Sedition Laws, under which 
they put a lot of people in jail, closed down 
newspapers, and pretty generally conduct- 
ed a reign of terror. This reign of terror 
was directed against what they called “for- 
eign agents’”—subversive and “Red” ele- 
ments. ö 
Do you know who these subversive ele- 
ments were? Those were the people who 
rallied around Thomas Jefferson at that 
time and founded the Democratic Clubs 
all over the country. President Washing- 
ton issued a special message to the coun- 
try, denouncing these Democratic Clubs 
and tHese subversive influences and these 
foreign agents. They were “agents of 
France” then. 

They were stressing the ideas that had 
first come to complete expression in the 
great French Revolution. A lot of people 
in the United States were scared about 
that French Revolution. But one of the 
great leaders of the country was not 
scared. That was Thomas Jefferson. 
Thomas Jefferson had represented the 
United States as ambassador to France. 
He had seen the conditions under the old 
regime and saw them crushing out the 
lives of the people, and he knew that the 
Revolution was the only hope for civili- 
zation. When the French Revolution came, 
he said, “America will rise or fall with the 
French Revolution. American democracy 
will live or die with the French Revolu- 
tion.” Although I am a man of peace, he 
said, “I would rather see that Revolution 
go through to the end, even if it means the 
loss of half the lives in Europe, rather than 
to see it stop, because the defeat of the 
French Revolution would be the greatest 
defeat that the human race could suffer.” 


* 

Thomas Jefferson held those ideas, and 
he fought for democracy in America. He 
understood that the defense of the French 
Revolution was part of the fight for de- 
mocracy at home. And despite all their 
Alien and Sedition Laws and throwing peo- 
ple into prison, inside of a few years 
Thomas Jefferson became President of the 
United States. He not only became Presi- 
dent of the United States, but the party 
that fought against him never came back 
to power again and quickly disappeared 
from American history; and the only way 
vou can ever find out about it since then 
is to read about it in books. But Thomas 
Jefferson's party that came into power 
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bearer of the vital, living force of the 
American people, laying the basis of what 
later grew into our great, rich—I wish I 
could also say happy and prosperous— 
land, 

They say that we are un-American. I 
understand there has been something in 
newspapers here to that effect lately. Do 
these people who call us un-American to- 
day tell you anything about the great 
founders of our country and what they 
fought for? Today do they call you a fol- 
lower of Thomas Jefferson? Today do they 
tell you the words of Abraham Lincoln? 
I’m afraid they don't. They print the 
Declaration of Independence only on the 
4th of July and then print it as a reproduc- 
tion of the old script in such a way that 
you can hardly read it. But they never 
explain these struggles for liberty that 
founded our country. They never explain 
how the founders had to fight for their 
rights, just as you have ta,fight for your 
rights. 

The founders of our country knew how 
to fight for their rights. It is time we 
were learning. It is strange that it is 
these “un-American” Communists who 
have to remind our country about the 
works and deeds of the great Americans. 
But it was always so. When Abraham Lin- 
coln was alive and leading our country, 
where did he get his best support? In 
this country, it came from the working 
people first of all. And among the work- 
ing people, first of all from the trade 
unions, and among the trade unions, first 
of all from the Communists of the Civil 
War period. Joseph Weydemeyer, in 
America, an old defender of Karl Marx, 
led the movement to recruit the workers 
to the Union Army and received from Lin- 
coln himself a commission of Colonel in 
the Union Army and fought throughout 
the war. 

„ 

Did you know that the first Interna- 
tional Working Men's Association, under 
the leadership of Karl Marx, rallied the 
support of the working people of Europe 
for the Union Army and for Lincoln and 
against slavery, and that it was the work 
of Karl Marx in rousing the textile work- 
ers of Great Britain which kept the gov- 
ernment of Great Britain, under Lord Pal- 
merston, from interfering in the Amer- 
ican Civil War on the side of slavery? If 
that interference had come about, who 
knows what the outcome in America and 


the world would have been. The Commu- 


nist movement intervened in American life 
and helped to save our Union, helped 
to sustain the efforts of Abraham Lincoln, 
helped to bring success to the Union 
Army, helped to abolish the halter of chat- 
tel slavery once and for all from America. 

Marx described Lincoln as the single- 
minded son of the working class and con- 
ducted a correspondence with Lincoln, 
when he was re-elected in 1864. And as 
he was about to take office again in 1865, 
Karl Marx wrote a letter on behalf of the 
International Working Men’s Association 
to congratulate him and the American 
people on the results of the election. Marx 
said about the American Civil War: “As 
in the 18th century, the American War 
of Independence sounded the tocsin for 
the European middle class, so in the 19th 
century the American Civil War sounded 
it for the European working class.” And 
truly it was the American Civil War that 
laid the foundation of the modern labor 
movement, just as it was the beginnings 
of the modern labor movement which 
made possible the victory of Lincoln and 
the North in that Civil War. 

So this business of international con- 
nections and help from country to country 
is nothing new in American history. When 
they shout about “foreign agents,” we re- 
member that they shouted the same thing 
against Thomas Jefferson. ey shouted 
the same thing against Lincoln and Wey- 
demeyer and Karl Marx, and they will 
shout it against everybody that fights for 


a better world, so long as these reaction- 


ary forces are able to continue their shout. 
. 


Lincoln was a great internationalist, 
also. He could not have been a good Amer- 
ican without being a great international- 
ist. And he was an internationalist on 
a higher plane than even Jefferson, who 
helped to found our country and who 
fought for the French Revolution in 
America. (By the way, it is interesting 
to note that a hundred and fifty years 
later, Thomas Jefferson was rebuked for 
his enthusiasm for the French Revolution 
by none other than the present President 
of the United States. He thinks Thomas 
Jefferson made a terrible mistake!) Lin- 
coln was an internationalist on an even 
higher plane, because he saw that there 
were forces in society which would make 
internationalism a living thing—the work- 
ing class! Lincoln said: The strongest 
bond of human sympathy outside of the 
family relation should be one uniting all 
working people of all nations and tongues 
and kindreds.” | 
And that was before the rise of modern 
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begin to feel the pinch of the 


nopolies. Even then, Lincoln saw. He 
said, “Labor is prior to and independent 
of Capital. Capital is only the fruit of la- 
bor and could never have existed if Labor 
had not first existed. Labor is the superior 
of Capital and deserves much the higher 
consideration.” 

I wonder what Lincoln would say about 
the present budget down in Washington, 
that takes away from the people and from 
Labor in order to give te the monopolists 
and the war makers? Lincoln generally 
was that kind of a “Red” and a “subver- 
sive” influence. If he were living today, 
he would be hauled before the Dies Com- 
mittee and would be lucky if he got off 
with less than ten years in prison. 

Lincoln did that most terrible of things 
—he showed that the Declaration of In- 
dependence would be the stumbling-block 
“to all those who in after times might seek 
to turn a free people back into the hateful 
path of despotism.” 

And that is true, my friends. Get out 
the Declaration of Independence and read 
it again and study it. It not only laid down 
the principles of the foundation of our 
country, establishing the framework for 
the development of democracy and of mod- 
ern capitalism, but it also laid the founda- 
tion of the principles upon which capital- 
ism will be transformed into a new social- 
ist society in America. 


Lincoln was merely paraphrasing the 
Declaration of Independence when he 
made that immortal declaration of his, out 
of which Earl Robinson wrote that beau- 
tiful song. Lincoln said, “This country 
with its institutions belongs to the people 
who inhabit it. Whenever they shall grow 
weary of the existing government, they 
can exercise their constitutional right of 
amending it, or their revolutionary right 
to dismember or overthrow it.” 

That was merely Lincoln’s way of say- 
ing what Jefferson had written in the Dec- 
laration of Independence in the following 
words: — (If I were not careful to quote 
from that sacred document, I might get 
twenty years in jail for these words.) 
“Whenever any form of government be- 
comes destructive of these ends [the wel- 
fare of the people, their life, liberty, and 
happiness] it is the right of the people to 
alter or abolish it, and to institute a new 
government, laying its foundation on such 
principles and organizing its powers in 
such form, as to them shall seem most 
likely to effect their safety and happiness.” 

Well, those old boys in those days 
talked straight from the shoulder. They 
did not beat around the bush. They said 
exactly what they meant and after they 
said it they went out and carried their 
work into effect and built this great coun- 
try. If we are proud of America it is 
because we are proud of the great tradi- 
tion of Jefferson and Lincoln. People 
say because we want to bring Socialism 
to America or because we want to keep 
America out of war or because we don’t 
like this war budget, we are un-American 
and don’t respect the American Constitu- 
tion. 

What did Jefferson say about this? 
Way back in 1816 he expressed his mind 
very strongly. Jefferson said: “Some 
men look at constitutions with sancti- 
monious reverence and deem them like the 
Are of the Covenant, too sacred to be 
touched. They ascribe to the men of the 
preceding age a wisdom more than human, 
and suppose what they did to be beyond 
amendment. But, I know also that laws 
and constitutions must go hand in hand 
with the progress of the human mind... . 
Institutions must advance also and keep 
pace with the times.” 

. 


Jefferson had nothing but scorn for the 
idea that some people should own the 
country and other people should work. 
Just before he died in 1826, he summed up 
his whole life and struggle in these words. 
He said that “the mass of mankind has 
not been born with saddles on their backs, 
nor a favored few booted and spurred, 
ready to ride them legitimately, and by 
the grace of God”; and whenever that sit- 
uation arose and the people were saddled 
and a favored few booted and spurred for 
riding the people, Jefferson said (and that 
was in the period of his fighting youth 
when he was fighting for the Bill of 
Rights), (again I am glad to have the hal- 
lowed authority around my words), “A 
little rebellion now and then is a good 
thing and as necessary in the political 
world as storms in the physical. God 
forbid,” said Jefferson, that “we should 
ever be twenty years without such a re- 
bellion. What country can preserve its 
liberties if its rulers are not warned from 
time to time that this people preserves 
the spirit of resistance. Let them take 
arms. What signify a few lives lost in a 
century or two? The tree of liberty must 
be refreshed from time to time with the 
blood of patriots and tyrants. It is its 
natural manure.”

$5,000,000 was loaned to the needy farmers in Kweichow 
by these societies during the past year. 

The reorganizaticn of the pao-chia (mutual -guaran- 
tee) system was perhaps the chief administrative plan 
in the province. By rigid training and careful selec- 
tion of all junior administrative officials below the 
rank of magistrates, the provincial authorities pre- 
paring a modern and democratic form of government 
for the 11,000,000 people of Kweichow. 

Equally important with administrative reform and 
the development of resoufces was the suppression of 
opium which was carried out during 1939. Meanwhile, 
educational reform was also advanced so that both 
quality and quantity would be emphasized. Special 
rural service corps were organized to go into the coun- 
try to bring about relationships between the masses, 
and to introduce modern civilization to isclated groups.

Szechwan to Supply 
Own Cotton Yarn 


CHUNGKING (By Mail) —By the end of 1940, 
Szechwan Province will have 100,000 new spinning 
wheels operating. These, plus the 3,000,000 old ones, 
are capable of producing all the cctton yarn needed 
in the province. 

The popularization of the new spinning wheels in 
Szechwan was brought about by the Szechwan Cotton 
Spinning and Weaving Promotion Committee, organ- 
ized, with the assistance of the various government 
Offices early last year. 

The committee has built 21,000 new jennies capable 
of producing $20,000,000 worth of fine yarn a year. 

In addition, the organization has trained 5,000 
farmer-spinners to operate the improved wheels. 
Eighty-four out of 134. districts in Szechwan have 
adopted the new spinning wheels. 

The efficiency of the improved spinning wheels is 
said to be high. Each spinner can make between two 
to four catties of cotton yarn a day. He could pro- 
duce only a few ounces on the old type of machine. 
It has been estimated that from each catty of yarn 
farmers spin, they can make a profit of from eighty 


dustry and encourages women to engage in a produc- 
tive occupation. 

The introduction of the new jennies, however, will 
not eliminate the use of the cld-fashioned spinning 
wheels. The new reels require faster work and higher 
efficiency, hence they can be used most profitably by 
people from 15 to 40. 
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China's Inheritance Tax 
Effective This Year 


CHUNGKING (By, Mail).—The provisional regula- 
tions governing the imposition of the Legacy (Inher- 
itance) Tax adopted by the Legislative Yuan are effec- 
tive from Jan. 1, 1940, according to a mandate of the 
National Government. 

Estates are liable to legacy taxes if the deceased's 
properties lie within the territory of the Chinese Re- 
public, or if the deceased owned property in China and 
a foreign country too. Legacies on which tax is pay- 
able include movable and immovable properties. articles 
and interests that bave a property value. Property 
or properties under $5,000 in value will be exempted 
from taxation. ; 

Properties donated to public institutions of educa- 
tion, culture, charity or public welfare, which do not 
exceed a total value cf $500,000, will be exempted from 
taxation. No tax will be required from properties 
donated to the Government as copyrights of authors, 
———— Q tt 
objects. 

Legacy taxes, payable after appraisement by the 
legacy tax office, must be paid within one month after 
notice. They may be paid in installments by permige 
sion of the authorities.
